Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Mr. Chid S. Iyer on May 21, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

As for claim 1, lines 5, the phrase, " a teaching jig mounted on the placement portion of 
the robot in place of the object during a teaching operation and having an image pickup member, 
the teaching jig having a positioning mechanism with respect to the placement portion" has been 
replaced with the phrase 

- a teaching jig mounted on the placement portion of the robot in place of the object 
during a teaching operation and having an image pickup member, the teaching jig having a 
positioning mechanism with respect to the placement portion; wherein the positioning 
mechanism in the carrier robot system further comprising a hole, a pin, or a letter pattern 

As for claim 2, lines 5, the phrase, " shifting the robot to a position where the image 
pickup member can detect a characteristic part existing in the vicinity of the predetermined 
placement portion" has been replaced with the phrase 
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— shifting the robot to a position where the image pickup member can detect a 
characteristic part existing in the vicinity of the predetermined placement portion; wherein the 
characteristic part existing in the vicinity of the predetermined portion is a hole, a pin, or a letter 
pattern--. 

Response to Amendment 

2. This action is in response to the remark entered on February 26 th , 2010. 

3. Claim 5 have been cancelled. 

4. Claims 1 and 2 has been amended. 

5. Claims 1 - 4 has been allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments see Page 2 and 3, filed February 26^,2010, with respect to claims 
1-4 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-4 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1 - 4 are allowed. 

8. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 - 4 are 
allowable with respect to the image pickup member can detect a characteristic part existing in 
the vicinity of the predetermined placement portion; wherein the characteristic part existing in 
the vicinity of the predetermined portion is a hole, a pin, or a letter pattern; The prior art 
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reference, Graser ( Technological Solutions to Autonomous Robot Control, 1998 ) shows only a 
robot gripping device with camera; However, Graser does not show the image pickup member 
to detect characteristic part as in the vicinity of the placement portion, where the characteristic 
part to be detected on the placement portion is a hole, pin, or letter pattern; Secondary reference 
Hudgens et al ( US Pat Pub 200301 10649 ) shows a jig device; However, Hudgens et al also 
does not show the jig device is used with the image pickup member to detect characteristic part 
as in the vicinity of the placement portion, where the characteristic part to be detected on the 
placement portion is a hole, pin, or letter pattern.
